The delay caused 
rumors that the Vietminh was 
boosting its price for carrying 
out the evacuation agreement 
reached between French and 
rebel negotiators at Dien Bien 
Phu Thursday. 

Doubts New Demands. 

A French spokesman here de- 
nied any knowledge of new rebel 
demands. 

Informed military and civil- 
ian sources in Saigon expressed 
fear that Giap was trying to gain 
important military advantages 
from the evacuation operation.

There were two major areas 
of high pressure negotiation 
aimed at the following: 

1. Putting the military posi- 
tion in Indochina back in a 
shape where no surprise attack 
by the freshly victorious forces 
of Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap can 
take away any vital area now 
held by the French and French 
Union forces. 

2. Making doubly clear to In- 
dochinese leaders who so far 
have been siding with France 
that the country is not being 
given up, that American aid will 
increase rather than slack off, 
and that the independence of 
the people will be a real thing 
and not a paper thing. 

Navarre Plan Dropped. 

As an initial step, it seemed 
certain some Viet Nam terri- 
tory ow sparsely patrolled by 
French and Viet Nam troops 
would be given up temporarily 
to the Communist-led forces. 
These scattered troops probably 
will be pulled into the two main 
centers of resistance. 

It meant essentially that the 
“Navarre plan,” devised by Gen. 
Henri Navarre, commanding in 
Indochina, could be considered 
dead. Under this plan Navarre 
hoped to keep the Vietminh on 
the defensive by a series of 
hard strikes backed by an in- 
creased number of French 
troops and a stepped-up training 
program for Viet Nam. 

The new idea will look more 
defensive for the time bein 
following the pattern follow 
by Gen. Douglas MacArthur in 
the early days of the Korea 
campaign when he had to pull 
all his forces back into the Pu- 
san pocket to hold on while an 
attacking potential could be 
built up. 

Help for Bidault.

But let’s look at the facts. Radar 
depends on the reflected wave which 
has left the instrument, hit the car 
and bounced back again to the in- 
strument. The indication of speed 
‘comes from the fact that it would 
take a shorter time for the wave's 
trip if the car were closer. 

Now, if the wave bounces off of 
the front part of the car part of the 
time, and then the back of the car, 
yan error could result. Also waves 

“swould be bouncing from trees, posts, 
and lamps, and some of them would 
“find their way to the instrument. 
„ Such instruments are just a little 
better than a good guess.

ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH Before Summer Recess 


Bills designed to garry out Mayor Tucker's 
impressive legislative program will be intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen when that body 
reconvenes on Monday. The Mayor's blueprint 
of what the aldermen ought to do and how rep- 
resents a forward-looking approach to the city’s 
problems. Fast and favorable consideration 
seems indicated. 

Under terms of the City Charter the aldermen 


are required to meet from day to day until the, 


annual budget has been passed. The budget bill 
calls for record high expenditures of $49,781,000. 
It has already been approved by the Board of 
Estimate. Assuming no snags develop duriig 
consideration, the measure ought to be disposed 
of in three or four days. 

After that, if the aldermen follow form, they 
will revert to a schedule of meeting only once a 
week, on Fridays, through the middle of June. 
Then they usually take a three-month break. No 
one will begrudge them this vacation season 
respite provided the Administration’s program 
has been enacted before then, This is not im- 
possible, and the Democratic leadership in the 
aldermen should see that the deadline is met, 
even if it takes extra meetings in the coming 
weeks. 

Top priority ought to go to the bill calling 
for the naming, at the Nov. 2 general election, 
of a board of freeholders, to draft a new city 
charter. A new charter is a municipal necessity, 
not only to permit the city the degree of home 
rule it must have, but to allow it to streamline 
itself in the interest of economy and efficiency. 

The present charter dates from 1914 and, as 
the Mayor has made clear, “it creates waste and 
inefficiency that is legally but not practically 
necessary.” The proposed charter of 1950, writ- 
ten by a board headed by Mr. Tucker, reduced 
the number of compulsory offices and boards in 
the city from 42 to 22. That is only a sample of 
what can be done. 

The city also needs to cut some of the strings 
by which it is tied to the State Legislature. Off- 
street parking, urban redevelopment, the earn- 
ings tax and other matters that concern the 
metropolitan area alone surely ought to be sub- 
jects on which the city is competent to act. 

Other bills that ought to be considered by the 
aldermen and passed without prolonged discus- 
sion are those dealing with the establishment of 
an airport commission and permitting fluorida- 
tion of the municipal water supply. Both died in 
the last session, the fluoridation measure for 
the second time. 


The airport commission would plan, manage 


and operate all airport properties, rather than 
merely advise. This approach promises more ef- 
fective management and planning than is possi- 
ble now. In the long run it ought to lead to a 
more efficient operation. 

The fluoridation proposal has the support of 
the city’s medical and dental societies. It is a 
cheap, effective and safe method of attacking 
dental decay in children’s teeth. Youngsters in 
many, many other cities are enjoying the bene- 
fits of this public health measure. It is high 
time St. Louis children were permitted similar 
benefits. 

Restoration of daytime parking restrictions on 
Olive and Pine streets, as well as the lifting of 
certain parking restrictions on Saturdays, also 
are indicated. The opening of Olive and Pine 
streets to parking was a major mistake of the 
last session. 

Consideration and passage of the Tucker pro- 
gram before the summer recess will not tax the 
aldermen beyond endurance, provided they put 
their minds to it. A moratorium on the infroduc- 
tion of spot zoning and stop-sign bHls might help 
make this possible. But if the aldermen must 
deal with such matters, let them do so after the 
important bills have been passed. 
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The Wait and See’ Argument 

Congressional hearings on the Administration 
bills to permit private development of atomic 
energy have brought forth renewed opposition 
from the public power industry. 

Government controls on the commercial use 
of fissionable materials ought not to be relaxed, 
spokesmen for public power argue, until further 
research has demonstrated whether atomic power 
is economically feasible. That is to say, not for 
four or five years at least. 

Congress will have to decide many complex 
problems when it acts on this legislation, but it 
ought to decide them on their merits and not on 
a “wait and see” basis. 

One of the strongest arguments in favor of 
relaxing the Government's monopoly in atomic 
energy is that the activity of competing private 
and public groups in the field may speed the 
development, not only, of atomic power, but of 
other and perhaps undreamed-of peaceful uses 
for atomic energy. 

Nobody now knows what those other uses 
may be, but they could be far more significant 
than atomic power itself. The production of 
power from atomic fission might turn out to be 
only the experimental vehicle leading to those 
other uses. To delay the search for them until 
the costs of power have been shown to be feas- 
ible would take too narrow a view of the field. 
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Water, Water, Not Everywhere 

April rains have helped shore up the water 
supplies for many drouth-area communities in 
Missouri and Illinois, but it will take much more 
rainfall to restore them generally to safety. 
Danger can turn into crisis again quickly if 
more rains are not forthcoming. 

A report by the chief of the Illinois Natural 
History Survey, A. M. Buswell, indicates how 
the problem is continuing for many communi- 
ties across the Mississippi. At Mattoon (popula- 
tion 18,000) the reservoir was completely dry 
and the city expanding its groundwater system 
with seven new wells and plans for a new reser- 
voir. Olney (pop. 9000) was relying entirely on 
an emergency pipeline taking water from the 
Embarrass river and building a new reservoir. 
Salem (pop. 6000) was “holding even” by using 
a pipeline to the Kaskaskia river and a lowered 
city reservoir. Benton (pop. 8000) had obtained 
civil defense pipe and was connecting with the 
Big Muddy river, Sparta (pop. 3500) also had ob- 
tained civil defense pipe and had laid a nine- 
mile line to a strip-mine pool near Percy. 

Similar reports came from many other com- 
munities. Jacksonville (pop. 20,000), seat of IIli- 
nois and MacMurray Colleges, is tackling the 
problem by taking it direct to the voters. A 
week from next Tuesday Jacksonville residents 
will vote on $1,250,000 in bonds to lay a pipe- 
line 24 miles to the Illinois river. Subsequently 
approximately $1,800,000- in water revenue 
bonds will be required. A committee of 16 
citizens, headed by Dr. C. Ellsworth Black, has 
worked hard on the project, as the Jacksonville

Whether or not that is so, a water conservation 
conference at Springfield ought to be of help in 
facilitating the exchange of information, pos- 
sible local solutiong and methods for reducing 
water requirements. 
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A Slight Gain at Geneva 


The Communists have made a significant shift 
in position on Indochina truce proposals at Gene- 
va. Whereas the Vietminh had called for truce 
supervision by mixed Viet Nam-Vietminh teams, 
with foreigners excluded, Premier Molotov now 
proposes to provide for supervision by a neutral 
nations’ commission. 

That is a good deal closer to the Western plan 
for international supervision, and holds out hope 
that by continued negotiation the conference 
may yet reconcile other differences. 

As past experience with such conferences 
shows, the hopes which may be cautiously rising 
today can be plunged into pessimism tomorrow. 
Yet in this case the Communist concession takes 


on a special importance for having been made 


from what is generally, regarded as a position 
of strength. 

The fall of Dien Bien Phu and French Premier 
Laniel’s two-vote escape from defeat in the 
Chamber of Deputies had seriously weakened 
France's bargaining power at Geneva, or so it 
was believed. In these circumstances Molotov 
might have been expected to press his advantage 
rather than to offer à concession. Since he chose 
the latter, perhaps the Communists are willing 
to try seriously for peace after all. 

If this proves true, a lot of people will be sur- 
prised. Scarcely had each party at Geneva of- 
fered its initial proposals on Indochina than the 
observers began talking about a “deadlock” that 
would insure the conference’s failure. These 
prophets of gloom may be right, but on the basis 
of what is publicly known about Geneva, they 
are surely premature. 

That the conference should open with a con- 
flict of positions is not extraordinary. If there 
were no conflict there would be no need of a 
conference. 

It will be time enough to talk of “deadlock” 
if after a suitable period of negotiation no prog- 
ress is made toward reconciling positions on vital 
issues. Molotov’s shift on the supervision issue 
offers hope that progress may be possible. 
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Briticisms Broadcasting Corp. 

Every radio listener everywhere must have his 
pet annoyance in the way of radio pronunciation. 
One R. Stafford of Ashford, Surrey, took the 
Eritish Broadcasting Corp. announcers to task 
in a letter to the London Daily Telegraph for 
saying good eel” for “good deal.” Other writers 
objected to “I went home by chube on Chues- 
day” and “picked yure” for “picture.” 

If these expressions baffle the Britons, they 
would probably sound like something foreign, 
maybe Anglo-Saxon, to Americans. Good thing, 
though, that Englishmen don’t have to listen to 
American news commentators instructed not to 
say “noos.” Nee-yoocasters, that is, reading the 
nee-yoos. 
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No Delay on Voting Machines 

The voting machine row in St. Louis county 
could prevent acquisition of machines in time 
for the November elections. That would be both 
unfortunate and unnecessary. 

John J. Cole, chairman of the County Elec- 
tion Board, sought to advertise for competitive 
bids on 600 voting machines. County Supervisor 
Luman F. Matthews held up the advertising with 
an explanation which adds to the confusion. 

Mr. Matthews says, for one thing, that the 
Election Board should first have considered con- 
solidating the county’s 415 precincts—that per- 
haps 600 voting machines might not be needed. 
A good many precincts, however, will need more 
than one machine on a busy election day, 

He also protests that an Election Board report 
tended to favor the Shoup company machine 
against its only competitor, the Automatic. Actu- 
ally the board cannot decide between the two 
until the formal bids are in. Both machines seem 
to offer advantages. 

The Shoup machine has a vertical list of can- 
didates much like a paper ballot, while the Auto- 
matic uses a horizontal list, and there are other 
differences. Automatic’s factory price, however, 
is $23 less than Shoup’s $1598 for a 50-column 
electrically-operated device. Automatic has a 
smaller, 40-column manual machine at $1375. 

Obviously sealed bidding might change these 
figures, with the possibility of quantity dis- 
counts. By way of comparison, Kansas City re- 
cently paid about $1620 apiece for 800 electrical 
voting machines. 

The choice is further complicated by a juris- 
dictional dispute. Supervisor Matthews says the 
County Counselor ruled that the County Council 
has final power to select the type of machine. 
The Attorney General of Missouri, however, 
ruled that the Election Board has the last word. 

County residents may detect some political 
overtones in the contest. It seems to line up Re- 
publicans in control of county elective offices 
against Mr. Cole, a Democrat named by a Dem- 
ocratic Governor to head a bi-partisan board. 
On top of that, Shoup is reported to have em- 
ployed as commission agent a former Demo- 
cratic State Representative, Joseph P. Naes. 

Nothing could be more pointless than letting 
any kind of politics influence the choice of me- 
chanical devices. 

Both the Shoup and Automatic are good ma- 
chines in use in many areas. The decision be- 
tween the two has to match mechanical advan- 
tages against the cost. Nobody will know the cost 
until the bids are in. But there will be no bid- 
ding until the Election Board is permitted to ad- 
vertise for bids. 

Why the delay? County voters approved the 
voting machine bonds last February. They ought 
to be entitled to use this swift, accurate and 
modern method of voting this November. 
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Armed Forces Day 

Armed Forces Day honors the men and 
women of the services. ‘They are the outriders 
of a nation on the alert in the midst of troubled 
times. They have earned their honors. 

But the soldiers, sailors, marines and airmen 
now in unform represent only a part of the 
armed forces. That other part is the reserve of 
all services. More and more the nation is lean- 
ing on the concept of a trained and ready re- 
serve to supplement the forces in being, especial- 
ly in the Army. 

One way the Army reserve can be strengthened 
Is by making reserve duty more attractive. Em- 
ployers can help in this, as has been suggested 
by Col. H. R. Johnson of the St. Louis district. 
He proposes that employers take a liberal at- 
titude toward giving their employes time off for 
the annual two weeks of training. } 

As Col. Johnson says, the reservist is the 
business man’s best insurance that he may con- 
tinue to have a successful business in the event 
of a catastrophe.”

The idea of “local participation” has 
an alluring sound and is constantly re- 
iterated in official announcements of 
the Administration’s new “dynamic and 
progressive program” with respect to 
oi], gas, land, forest and water power. 

For example, from the annual report 
of the Secretary of the Interior for fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1953, under 
the heading “A New Federal Power 
Policy,” we learn: 

“In many cases large multi-purpose 
projects must be construgted by the 
Federal Government,” but “the Federal 
Government should not assume the 
primary responsibility for supplying 
the power needs of an area. 
sponsibility properly rests with the 
people locally. . The trend toward 
federal monopoly must be halted.” 

(Italics mine.) . 


Sapping of TVA Under Way

is the only federal project by which a 
river and its entire watershed have been 
harnessed for flood control, navigation 
and public power in an integrated plan

TVA’s stockpile of surplus power de- 
liberately desighed for national defense 
proved a godsend when private compa- 
nies had none to spare. TVA furnished 
60 per cent of elemental phosphorus 
required in munitions. 

States and cities have built 50 parks. 


Working Partnership’ at Work 


If the foregoing does not demonstrate 
that we have already in TVA a working 
partnership such as the powers that be 
are advertising as “a new policy,” noth- 
ing else will. The local people, includ- 
ing business men, are fighting the Ad- 
ministration’s efforts to cripple it be- 
cause it has proved successful. 

If the electrical industry is to perform 
its proper function it must precede in- 
dustrial development in plant construc- 
tion. But the private companies have 
not done this, instead they have waited 
for others to create a “market.” 


The TVA experiment has proved that 


low. rates stimulate regional develop- 
ment in a surprising manner. 


Giving chapter and verse and quoting 
directly from the public statements of 
its responsible leaders, TVA Chairman 
Gordon R. Clapp reveals that for over 
30 years the power industry has fought 
government power as unnecessary and 
claimed it was able to supply the na- 
tion’s needs, but has failed to keep its 
promises. : 

His answer is that the Government 
should construct hydroelectric and 
steam plants with all possible speed to 
create a large stockpile of energy. It 
should encourage private enterprise to 
do likewise, but upon a less expensive 


basis than the tax-amortization method. , 


Millions Saved for Taxpayers 


Federal power has two effects in this 

field. It saves millions to the defense 
agencies of all kinds served. Its com- 
petitive effect forces the private utilities 
to come down close to public rates to 
get the business where there is compe- 
tition. 
For example, the gigantic plants of 
the Atomic Energy Commission at Pa- 
ducah, Ky., Portsmouth, O., and one 
other will consume when in full oper- 
ation around 50 billion kilowatt hours 
of electric energy annually. AEC split 
the business between TVA and two pri- 
vate concerns. Mr. Clapp notes that a 
saving of only one mill per kwh means 
a saving of $50,000,000 per year. Well, 
more than that wes saved by TVA, di- 
rectly and indirectly, and indications 
are that the total saving will be areund 
$100,000,000 per year to the taxpayers 
by this “socialistic” enterprise. 

Whoever is trying to keep his eye on 
the ball in the midst of the present up- 
roar about Communism will find the 
chairman’s conclusions reassuring: 


“If the private utilities satisfy the 


publie objectives of providing low cost 
‘electricity in abundance, they have a 
good chance of staying in the business. 
When private utilities do a good job, as 
many of them do, there is little public 
demand for dismissing the private com- 
panies as the public’s agent.

Between Book Ends 


A Pair of Idealists 


TWO STUDIES IN VIRTUE, by Christopher Sykes. 
(Knopf., 256 pgs., $4.) 
G.W.P. in the Providence Journal. 
Two studies in different fields are 
used by the author to point up the hard 
and difficult road of deep sincerity and 
idealism in what charitably may be 
called “a practical world.” 


The first study is of Richard Waldo 
2 whose long life covered the 
exte f the nineteenth century with its 
emphasis on religion, notably in England. 
Five times Sibthorp shuttled between 
the Church of England and the Roman 
Catholic Church. Brought up in the 
evangelical tradition, he was .snatched 
from the Roman Church by his family 
when he was a student in Oxford. Then 
he took Anglican orders, but half a 
decade before John Henry Newman 
made his decision Sibthorp joined the 
Roman Catholie 
Church and was or- 
dained à priest. 
Here he did not 
find the peace of 
mind that be 
sought. 

“Apart from these 
main feuds between 
Ultramontanes, Gale 
licans, the great or- 
ders, the secular 
bishops, the Old 
Catholics, the con- 
verts, the Irish, the 
English, the Italian- 
isers and the Goth- 
ic Revivalists, there 
were many other lesser quarrels which 
made almost as much noise.“ Sib- 
thorp’s nostalgia for the surety of au- 
thority and tradition had a rude awak- 
ening in the clash of special interests 
within the church. Much to the distress 
of Bishop Wiseman, who had seen him 
into the Catholic Church, Sibthorp re- 
turned to the Anglican Church, but this 
time the authorities nailed him down 
with fast conditions. Nevertheless, the 
pull of Rome was too compelling and 
Sibthorp returned to the Roman obedi- 
ence where he again became a priest. 
He died after receiving the Sacraments 
but with the Book of Common Prayer in 
his hands. . 

The second study centers around the 
author’s father, the distinguished Orien- 
talist, Sir Mark Sykes, and his relation- 
ship to the Zionist movement. The 
bulk of the literature on Zionism has 
been written by Jews for Jews. Mr. 
Sykes’s study aims to correct that by 
tracing the influence and work of Gen- 
tiles in furthering the Zionist move- 
ment and for that reason furnishes a 
concise and admirable background for 
non-Jewish readers who want to famil- 
iarize themselves with a complex sub- 
ject. Of Mr. Sykes’s idealism and sin- 
cerity there can be no doubt. A con- 
vert to the ancient Jewish dream of a 
national homeland, he risked his career 
by plunging inta an issue that public 
men in France and Britain shied away 
from as loaded with international dyna- 
mite. Here he found himself, as did 
Mr. Sibthorp, in the harsh struggles of 
the Jews themselves, representing 
schools of thought that were each valid 
against the premises set. 

Mr. Sykes writes well, has studied his 
material faithfully and has produced a 
work that, while not ‘wide in its appeal

“There is literally no other 
compulsion which can be used, 
except torture. To us the 
thumb screw and the rack seem 
far away. But are they really 
so remote? 

“Within the lifetime of the 
youngest person in this room 
we have seen, in Germany, in 
Italy and in "Russia, how ter- 
ribly short and easy is the de- 
scent from civilization to bar- 
barism, what a very short space 
of time is required for the re- 
‘turn to the use of “torture to 
‘obtain confessions..” 

A witness has the right to in- 
voke the Fifth Amendment for 
his own benefit but not to pro- 
tect others.

Peyton C. March, speaking out

Gen. March, who was chief of 
staff during World War I, is now 
90 years old, retired and lives 
at Walter Reed hospital in Wash- 
ington. He set forth his views in 
a statement volunteered to the 
New York Herald Tribune, 

. General’s Statement. 

Gen. March’s statement fol- 
lows: ' 

May an old soldier be heard 
for a moment? I have been fol- 
lowing closely the Army-Mc- 
Carthy hearings, not only be- 
cause my own 70 years of asso- 
ciation with the Army invest 
them with special interest for 
me, but because they constitute 
a public debate on some of the 
fundamental political and moral 
principles which are the foun- 
dations of our government. 

“What all may result from 
them in the end, I cannot pre- 
dict, but one of their important 
results so far has been the fo- 
eusing of public attention upon 
the person of Robert T. Stevens 
as Secretary of the Army. 

“I want to stand and be 
counted as one who greatly ad- 
mires Mr. Stevens both as a man 
and as a public official. I con- 
sider him one of the greatest 
secretaries the Army has ever 
had. 

Shows Courage. 

“It became necessary to bring 
. Out into the open a situation 
which was seriously impairing 
army morale and sapping our 
defensive strength during one 
of the most critical periods in 
our history. Utterly disregard- 
ing his own convenience and ex- 
posing himself to dastardly at- 
tack, Mr. Stevens shouldered his 
responsibility with à soldier's 
‘courage, and in the ‘grueling bat- 
tle then joined, he has displayed 
a soldier’s dedication and a sol- 
dier’s stamina. 

“I honor him for the stand 
he has taken and for the con- 
victions upon which it is based.

OVERSEAS BASE JOB POLICY 
PAYING OFF, FERGUSON SAYS 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP) 
-—Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, said today a United 
States Air Force experiment in 
hiring foreign natives at over- 
seas bases and installations is 
paying off in triple benefits.”

Dulles’s Services Recalled. 


Dulles, who even then was 
heir-apparent to the secretary- 
ship if the Republicans got into 
control, did fine work for Ache- 
son and for the nation as a con- 
sultant and negotiator.

JERSEY EX-OFFICIAL 
FREED OF CHARGES 


Walter G. Winne Acquitted 
on Two Last Counts in 
Misconduct Trial. 


HACKENSACK, N. J., May 

15 (AP)}—Walter G. Winne, who 
was superseded as Bergen coun- 
ty prosecutor after gambling dis- 
closures of the United States 
Senate Crime Committee, won 
acquittal last night on two re- 
maining counts of a long mis- 
conduct-in-office indictment. 
He had been charged with wil- 
fully overlooking known gam- 
bling operations in Bergen, just 
across the river from New York 
City. - 

During the Kefauver Crime 
Investigating Committee hear- 
ings in 1950, Bergen was shown 
to be a hotbed of gambling. 
The State of New Jersey sent 
in its own special deputy attor- 
ney general to investigate the 
gambling situation and Winn 
was superseded after six years 
in office, Later, he was indicted 
on 19 counts of misconduct-in- 
office for failing to crack down 
on large-scale bookmaking and 
dice games. 

Three of the counts were 
severed. Winne won directed 
verdicts of acquital on 14 othep 
counts, each referring to a spe- 
cific place where gamblers and 
bookmakers supposedly operated 
in the open. 

The two remaining counts 
went to the jurors late yester- 
day. They returned a verdict of 
not guilty after five hours and 
35 minutes. Winne, 65-year-old 
former United States attorney, 
said a statement he was 
grateful to be exonerated from 
his “unwarranted prosecution.” 

He had claimed from the start 
that the charges against him 
were politically inspired and 
that he did everything in his 
power to wipe out gambling. 
Winne, a Republican from Hack- 
ensack, served under Republi- 
can governors and was super- 
seded during the term of for- 
mer Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll. 
United States Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver (Dem.), Tennessee, had 
said law enforcement under 
4 wg was “a very sorry spec- 
tacle.”

ROOSEVELT ASSAILS 


Expected to Seek Demo- 
cratic Gubernatorial Nom- 
ination in New York.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., May 
15—Representative Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr. (Dem.), New York, 
indicated beyond doubt yester- 
day that he will seek the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor 
of New York this year. 

Roosevelt, speaking at the 
convention of the CIO Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers of 
America, charged Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey with “camouflage, 
confusion and misleading the 
people,” and noted that another 


“guy named F.D.R.”—his father, 
the late President Roosevelt 
defeated Dewey for the Presi- 
dency in 1944 “and retired 
Dewey to Albany for four more 
years.” 

“Maybe this time the Demo- 
crats will retire Dewey to ob- 
livion forever,” Roosevelt said, 
Recalling that Dewey has 
been “fooling” people in the 
State for 12 years,* Roosevelt 
said “his house of cards is be- 
ginning to cave in because “all 
of a sudden the big fat cat Re- 
publicans got caught with their 
fingers in the till of the race- 
track.” 

He was referring apparently 
to the disclosures of corruption 
and political tie-ins in New York 
State’s harness-racing tracks. 

The ovation given Roosevelt 
by the convention was tanta- 
mount to the union’s indorse- 
ment. Top officers of Amalga- 
mated, which has 137,000 mem- 
bers in the state, acknowledged 
this privately. 

It also was virtually certain 
that the 1,000,000-member New 
York State CIO Council would 
indorse Roosevelt, although

; This is a sardonic, hard-hitting melo- 
drama of intrigue written and directed by 
Nunnally Johnson, and produced by him 
in Berlin. It begins with the kidnaping of 
an American Army corporal in the Ameri- 
can sector by Russian agents, and their 
holding him for bargaining purposes to 
effect an exchange for a former German general] and his 
English wife whom they want.

Marlon Brando steps down from the Roman forum of 
Mark Antony to something down his usual alley, an inartic- 
ulate tough, in “THE WILD ONE,” at LOEW’S STATE 
THEATER.

Shortcake Dough 


By Edith M. Barber 
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WE HAVE STRAWBERRIES ALL YEAR ROUND NOW, WITH FROZEN 


FOODS, BUT THERE'S SOMETHING ABOUT THE FRESH BERRIES 
THAT MAKES THEM A SPECIAL TREAT. 


the first strawberry short- 

cake of the season. Of course, 
with the frozen fruit available 
throughout the year, we can 
have our favorite shortcake 
whenever we get hungry for it. 
In the fresh strawberry season, 
however, it is something special. 

The foundation of a real old- 
fashiozed shortcake is biscuit 
dough. We simply increase the 
amount of shortening and per- 
haps add a little sugar to the 
dough. A biscuit mix is quite 
satisfactory if melted butter is 
combined with the milk to use 
as liquid, 

I like to pat out the dough 
rather than to roll it. I put 
together two thin rounds with 
softened butter before baking. 
This will allow the top layer to 
be removed easily before the 
sweetened crushed berries are 
put between the layers. 

Individual shortcakes are 
known as “Carnations.” A novel 
recipe that calls for shortcake 
dough as a base is known as 
Strawberry Scones. The dough 
for this is rolled in a rectangle 
about one-fourth inch thick. It 
is then brushed with butter and 
sprinkled with sugar and grated 
orange rind. 

Then it should be rolled like 
a jelly roll and cut inte one-inch 
slices before baking. These are 
attractive when served around 
a bowl of sweetened strawberries 
accompanied by whipped cream. 

Shortcake Dough. 

Two cups sifted flour, three 
teaspoons baking powder, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one table- 
spoon sugar, one-third cup short- 
ening, one-half cup milk, about 
two tablespoons softened butter. 

Mix and sift dry ingredients.

cup sugar, one tablespoon shred- 
ded orange rind, one quart 
sweetened strawberries, whipped 
cream. 

Sift together flour, baking 
powder, salt and two tablespoons 
sugar. Cut or rub in shortening 
until mixture is crumbly. Com- 
bine egg and milk and add to 
flour mixture, mixing until flour 
is moistened. Turn out on light- 
ly floured board and knead gent- 
ly 30 seconds. Roll out to ree- 
tangle eight inches wide and % 
inch thick. 

Brush with melted butter or 
margarine. Sprinkle with % 
cup sugar and orange rind. Roll 
up like jelly roll, sealing edge. 
Cut into one-inch slices. B 
cut side down on ungreased 
baking sheet in moderately hot 
oven (425 degrees F.) about 15 
minutes.

North felt, with reason, that 
he could not afford a better bid 
than one no-trump on the first 
round, but when South rebid, 
North suggested that he had fur- 
ther interest by repeating the 
no-trump. 

South should have been happy 
to co-operate by raising to three 
no-trump, but apparently he felt 
that he’d be safer at the major 
suit—or perhaps he was simply 
determined to cash in his 
honors. 

West, on lead against four 
spades, selected the club five. 
Dummy’s king won, and South 
drew trumps. Then, apparently 
with the thought that he would 
have to find the heart 10 under 
dummy’s J-9, he led the heart 
four and put in the nine when 
West played low. East, however, 
won with the heart 10, and in 
effect that was the end of the 
matter. South lost three hearts 
and one club. 

There was no need for South 
to search for the heart 10 or 
even to hope for a favorable po- 
sition of that card. At Trick 2 
he should have cashed the dia- 
mond , then led the spade 
nine, ed a diamond, then 
gone back to the spade jack and 
ruffed another diamond. Now, 
trumps having broken 2-2, he 
should cash his other club trick, 
ruff dummy’s last diamond, and 
finally exit with the losing club.

THE joint committee on health 
problems in education of the 
National Education Association 
and the American Medical As- 
sociafion recently issued a state- 
ment relative to the health and 
education problems of television 
that is of particular and timely 
concern. The committee believes 
that television, properly devel- 
oped and controlled, holds great 
potentialities for education of 
our children and youth. 

The committee's conclusion as 
to the effect of TV on the eyes 
is that it will not injure normal 
vision, provided that: 

The set is the right size for 
the room; most rooms can com- 
fortably take a 16 inch or larger 
tube. 

The viewer is the proper dis- 
tance from the screen, not closer 
than 10 feet for a 16 inch or 
larger tube.

Two men identified’ by “co- 
operative” witnesses as colon- 
izers” were the subjects of the 
demonstrations. 

At General Motors’ Buick Dy- 
naflow plant several hundred 
workers escorted Howard I. Falk, 
26 years old, oyt to the plant 
gates and told him to “keep go- 
ing.” The other workers jeered 
at him along the way.

Marvin Engel, also 26, went to 
the management and obtained 
a pass to go home after his 
fellow workers were milling 
around when he returned from 
lunch. A Chevrolet spokesman 
said Engel “sensed trouble” and 
asked for a pass for “personal” 
reasons.

Both men graduated from 
College of the City of New erin 


Falk in electrical engineeri 
and Engel in social sciences. 

Both came to Flint in 199 
almost immediately after grad- 
uation and took unskilled jo 
in the auto plants. Both are 
machine operators. 

During the subcommittee hear- 
ings frequent references were 
made to a top-level Communist 
directive issued in 1949. The 
document called on party mém- 
bers to “concentrate” on big in- 
dustry, particularly by getting 
jobs in General Motors and 
Ford plants. 

Both Falk and Engel refused 
to answer questions as to wheth- 
er they were “colonizers” dis- 
patched to Flint to inject new 
life into ebbing party affairs. 
They also balked at all other 
questions about Communism. 

Representative Kit Clardy 
(Rep.), Michigan, subcommittee 
chairman, called the Buick and 
Chevrolet demonstrations a 
“clear indication that the rank 
and file labor unions are not 
sold on Communist prppaganda.”
